I just got back from a 6 day business trip to San Diego. I thought it would 
be nice to take my K-1 along for some off time hamming. So I borrowed a 
small bag from my wife and stuffed it with my K-1, a 13.5 V 1 A power 
supply, and my Norcal paddle.

Well, 


I've travelled on 12 different flights since 9/11, and taken my K1 with me 
on at least half of them, including round-trip to London. 


I always carry it with me on-board...you seen the lines to check baggage? 
Longer than the security lines, in Atlanta. 


Once or twice, they've run it back through the X-ray machine, but always 
sent it through. Each time, I state clearly, "it is an amateur radio, 
licensed by the federal government." That's usually sufficient. However, I 
also, always carry a copy of my license, WITH THE RADIO. 


On my return flight from London, the Delta agent at the checkin counter was 
more thorough than the security folks. She asked me if I had any electronic 
equipment with me. "Laptop, cell phone, and an amateur radio...do you need 
to see it?" She said "no, that's fine." Then she asked me if I had a razor 
in my carry on. Had a Bic disposable that for some reason I hadn't thrown 
away. She made me open the luggage and retrieve the razor. Had to move the 
K1 to get to it. "Do you want to see this?" "No, sir, that is fine..." 


On an 8am flight to Chicago on Thanksgiving Day, I was "randomly" searched 
at the gate. This was in the pre-remove-your-shoes era. They did ask me to 


turn on the radio during that search, as they asked me to turn on my cell 
phone and laptop. Worse was that I was carrying a birthday present for my 
wife's uncle (no room in her bag). Oooh. Big no, no. The lady was very 
nice in trying to unwrap it without tearing the paper. I said, "Please, 
tear the paper...we'll rewrap it in Chicago!" (they wouldn't let me touch 
anything during the search, except to turn things on, either). 


Travelling as much as I do, the only value I had (note the past tense) in 
these random searches was to piss-off any would-be bad guy and maybe make 
him do his would-be bad stuff sooner rather than later. But week after 
Christmas, two different guns got through security in Atlanta (supposed to 
be one of the tightest in the country) and were discovered in random 
searches--AT DIFFERENT AIRPORTS (the guys were on airplanes with their 
weapons...). Both said they didn't know they had them. 


Just like the guy that ran through the security exit a few weeks ago--and 
didn't realize that he was the one that shut down the Atlanta airport and 
most of the air travel on the eastern seaboard for most of an entire day. 
Duh. 


So now, I don't complain about random searches, and I tell the airline 
employees checking ID's and guards xraying the baggage, "Thank You." 


Honesty, openness, patience, common sense go a long ways. 


So far, however, I haven't gotten the courage to take my MP1 in carry-on (or 
checked, for that matter). Which is too bad, since that's why I bought it. 
But it looks too much like something one of those bad guys might use to do 
one of those bad things... 


BTW, the BBC pointed out on Sept. 12, that WeedEater line or equivalent 
doesn't show up on any kind of X-ray machine, and is as effective as the 
antenna wire that somebody posted in this thread, previously...

But Bill is absolutely right ... QSLMaker lacks a lot of flexibility. 

Anyone who can run QSLMaker also has Windows Paint, which is fully capable 
of making a much better card than QSLMaker can. If you are proficient at 
graphics programs, you will be much happier with the result they can deliver 
than you will with QSLMaker. Obviously, higher end graphics programs make 
it even easier to get nice results, but even lowly Paint allows you 
pixel-by-pixel control over your card, so with enough patience, you can do 
anything. With QSLMaker, you can't. 


Basically, QSLMaker was originally conceived to address 2 audiences: 1) hams 
who don't have the graphics skill to create a card from scratch and 2) hams 
who get a sort of "writer's block" looking at a blank page. 


Later, a third audience was recognized - vision-impaired hams. QSLMaker's 
rather strange user interface was intended to make it reasonable for hams 
who must use a screen reader. There are no drag and drop or carefully 
position with your mouse sorts of operations. 


There is another audience that shouldn't use QSLMaker - hams who send a lot 
of cards. Card stock is expensive and inkjet cartridges are even more 
expensive. If you send thousands of cards a year, it will be an expensive 
proposition to use QSLMaker. Plus, the kinds of printers most hams can 
afford are slow and annoying. Not an issue if, like many QRPers, you don't 
send a lot of cards, but if you are a big user of the League's outgoing 
bureau, QSLMaker ain't for you. 


I'm still working to make QSLMaker more flexible, but there are a lot of 
things people want that I haven't been able to figure out how to do without 


breaking it for the bulk of users who really don't understand computer 
graphics, or who aren't all that good with the mouse thing.

They are 
pro audio quality, outstanding performance and RFI bullet-proof. They also 
make an excellent interface between computer and radio for PSK31 and other 
digital modes. 


RS might have a similar mixer, but I would be leery of the quality and I 
doubt if it could match the price.

I traded e-mails with the person doing the 
redesign, and he indicated that he was looking at a PIC solution to 
solve his problem. Nothing wrong with that. Many times, people use PIC 
or other microcontrollers to replace logic functions, sometimes 
successfully, other times not so successfully. Many hams are familiar 
with microcontrollers, but fewer hams seem to be familiar with another 
programmable alternative: CPLDs. These are programmable hardware, that 
can take the place of just about any desired logic function. 


I have provided an example of an implementation of the prescaler 
function mentioned above on my web page at: 


http: //home.earthlink.net/~kpaulson/prescale.html 


It discusses some of the tradeoffs between a microcontroller 
implementation and a CPLD. For those that are interested, take a look, 


and see what you think of this type of replacement vs. a 
microcontroller. 


Full Disclosure: I work for one company of the many out there that sell 
CPLD products. I do not intend this as an attempt to solicit business 
in any way. I just want to let folks know of an alternative solution 
that probably has not been explored by many of you.

I have not gone 
to the 125# or above, it may be a litte much for the 
printer. Office supply stories carry from 244 (just a 
bit heaver than paper) up to the 125# or above. I use 
the 65# or 67#. My printer also does beter with a card 
stock which has a bit of tooth to it. The real smooth 
types seem to not hold ink real good and smears can 
and do happen. My program lets me print 4 to a sheet 
on 8.5"x11.0" stock. One of the roller cutters makes 
short work of the cutting out of the cards. Just 
quarter the sheet. These are a bit bigger than most of 
the normal US cards, bot not as big as some of the DX 
cards I have seen. 


Good luck with your cards, and remember to have fun 
doing it.

Hey All! 


Those of you who have been wanting to homebrew using surface mount 
technology, but have been put off by high costs of onesey-twoseys or high 
minimum orders, may be interested in a web site I ran across a few weeks ago. 


http: //www.engineeringlab.com/ 


This is a Canadian company which has pre-packaged assortments of surface 
mount chips (resistors, capacitors, and zener diodes) at prices which are 
near the per-piece cost if you were to buy them by the reel... I really 
don't know how they do it. They have several assortments, but two caught 
my eye: 


p/n 90O00805EW is an engineering kit containing 2600 pieces, including every 
common value resistor and capacitor, including NPO's and decoupling and 
tantalum caps, and zeners, and in quantities sufficient to keep the 
heartiest SMT homebrewer busy for years. See 

http: //www.engineeringlab.com/smtcomponents. html 


p/n 9000805SW is a "student" kit and has all the same parts, but in smaller 
quantities. Still plenty to get you started, at about half the price. See 
http: //www.engineeringlab.com/studlab. html 


There are other SM component kits starting at $15, and individual pieces 
can be refilled for $1.50 when you run out. 


I didn't say anything about this for awhile, because I wanted to order the 
larger $89 kit, and see if it was everything it was cracked up to be. It 
is. I ordered it online, and it came via UPS ground (from Canada to Texas) 
in 4 business days. Each SM chip is cut in strips from a reel, and labeled 
very legibly. They can be used a chip or two at a time for hand assembly, 
and the label remains intact. They also provide you with an extra set of 
individual peel and stick labels so that you can put them in bins. I use 
the little manilla 2x3" envelopes (available dirt cheap at any office 
supply), and put the strip of chips in the envelope, with the peel-off 
label outside, then store them all, file-style, in a rubbermaid silverware 
divider. With the SM parts, you can store a whole lotta parts in a very 
small space, and still stay organized. 


Keep in mind these are 0805-package chips (for the most part). "0805" 
represents the size: "08" for 0.08 inches long, and "05" for 0.05 inches 
wide. These are somewhat smaller than what was provided in the SMK-1 
transceiver kit, which had 1206 chips (0.12" long, 0.06" wide). You'll 
definitely need your head-mounted magnifiers ;-) 


Getting these parts in reasonable quantities at low prices has always been 
a problem for hobbyists. These folks may have just solved it. 


Be assured, I have no pecuniary connection with Engineering Lab; I'm just a 
satisfied customer.

Pay them to cut out the cards. I thought the cost per card then came 
out quite cheap.
